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BUDGET SYSTEM WILL PAY 
HARLES G. DAWES, budget director for the 
C United States, has made the statément recently 
that the budget system of handling the finances 
of the United States government will save the 
people more money than the disarmament program. 
He calls atention to the fact that the United States 
has kept the most antiquated system of financial 
accounting since the establishment of the government. 
‘‘Beeause the Government of the United States does 
the largest business in the world is no reason why it

made by Dawes, which he expands with a comparison 
of the methods of Government management for the 
past 130 years to Nebraska merchants of about the 
time of the 1893 panie who kept one account book— 
their check book. 

‘“Whatever cash came in was treated as income. 
whatever cash went out was treated as expense. After 
‘ne panic of 1893 a sheriff took charge of what was 
left of the assets of most of these men. The Govern- 
nent of the United States, like those merchants, has 
no balanee sheet. For 130 years after its establish- 
ment, the Treasury Department, acting for the Govern- 
ment, has kept only a cash account. What comes in 
is called income. What goes out is called expense. 

‘‘T regard the President of the United States today, 
not as one engaged in carrying our great policies of 
State, or the members of his cabinet as his advisers 
vpon these great policies. But .the Président is the 
head of a routine: business organization, and the 
members of the Cabinet are administrative vice- 
presidents. Heretofore, because of the absence of 
leadership and because of a system for which they 
‘rere not to blame, they have allowed a disgraceful 
und extravagant system of routine business to pre- 
vail in this business for 130 years—a condition which 
President Harding started to rectify when last June 
he called the first meeting of the business organization 
of Government. 

‘(All this work of co-ordination in governmental 
routine,’’ Dawes states in conclusion, ‘‘notwithstanding 
the immense reeelye alseaay accomplished, is but in 


its inception.’

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BUSINESS ABROAD 


QMMERCE REPORTS, digesting cable dis- 
C patches from American consular agents abroad, 
shows business depression to be general. The 
Peruvian congress has passed a federal reserve 
bank bill, in the expectation of, giving the country 
relief from persistent dullness. Commerce in Brazil 
is being carried on with caution. Some large loans 
have been negotiated in thats country, for public 
works. The sugar market is weak, exports of meats 
nave been almost discontinued, and exchange is too 
unsettled to permit the stabilization of business. 
Germany is after trade in Brazil, but German prices 
have been rising rapidly and there has been much 
complaint, not only about prices, but of non-compli- 
anee with the contracts and the poor quality of goods. 
In the Argentine there has been some improvement 
with increasing exports and decreasing imports, rising 
prices for raw products, lower prices for staples and 
specialties and improvement in the exchange situation. 
Complete recovery is expected to be slow. Conditions 
in Chile are practically stationary, awaiting resump- 
tion of the nitrate trade with Europe and the United 
States. In Mexico there is some economic improve- 
ment, complicated by efforts to start revolutions, and 
restricted buying in all districts. Stock are depleted, 
but no large orders in this country are anticipated. 
Japan shows some improvetment. Bank rates are 
lower and money easier, Unemployment continues 
and further unrest is predicted. During the closing 
months of last year Japan’s trade balance was against 
her, Greater optimism prevails in China as the New 
Year settlements brought fewer failures than were 
anticipated. The value of exports has decreased, but 
the volume of trade continues reasonably good. Ex- 
portation of hair nets from China to America ¢on- 
tinues to set new high records. The business outlook 
in India is not so good as it was.

‘‘One of the causes of ill-will that weighs heavily 
upon the community is the whole problem of un- 
employment. I know of nothing that more filled the 
mind of the recent Conference, while dealing mainly 
with emergency matters, than the necessity to develop 
further remedy; first, for the vast calamities of un- 
employment in the cyclic periods of depression, and, 
second, some assurance to the individual of reason- 
able economic security—to remove the fear of totai 
family disaster in loss of the job. 

“‘T am not one who regards these matters as ineal- 
culable. Thirty years ago our business community 
considered the eyclie financial panic as inevitable. We 
know now we have eured it through the Federal 
Reserve system. study. It, 
like our banking system, requires a solution consonant 
with American institutions and thought. 

“Many American industries are themselves finding

working out will be the greatest blessing yet given 
to our economic system, both to the employer and the 
employee.

May Build Cut-Off 

Fresh reason to believe that the 
Union Pacific is shortly to commence | 
work on the construction of a cut- 
off from Ontario to Irvington in the 
Caion Pass, thus cutting down the 
distance for transcontinental trains 
by some 25 miles and eliminating a 
heavy grade is seen in the announce- 
ment in New York, of Robert S. Lov- 
ett, chairman of the road. that a por- 
tion of a sum of $29,000,000 to be 
spent by the company this year in 
new equipment and extensions would 
be used in the construction of a 2)- 
mile cut-off in Southern California. 

It is known here that the Union 
Pacific, and the Salt Lake before it, 
has long contemnlated the construc- 
tion of the cut-off from Ontario. to the 
Caion Pass point and the fact that 
the distance is just about 20 miles, 
Jed to the belief here that the line is 
shortly to be constructed. 

Besides the saving in distance, it 
is said, the amount saved by elimi- 
nating the grade would be enorm- 
gus. With Riverside’s elevation of 
250 feet less than that of Ontario, 
all freight moving over the U. P. 
lines at the present time is, as it 
were. dropped into a hole and then 
lifted out by steam and it is said that 
the elimination of this lift would pay 
for the new line in a few years.

Under Sheriff T. O. Carter was 
here from’ San Bemnardino Saturday 
to take into custody a motor car 
purchased a few weeks ago by Frank 
Gillilan from W. H. Worthington. The 
car, it developed later, belonged to 
Worthington’s wife, who resides in 
Elsinore and Mr. Carter’s trip here 
to get the car was upon instructions 
from Riverside officers.

From “very section of the state come 
reports of heavy plantings of grapes, and 
some growers are beginning to wonder 
what of the future as to market cond 
tions. One authority kas estimated that 
it) Southern 
acreage set this year will be not less than 
10,000, 

Here in San 
Fontana Company alone is putting out not 
less than 2000 acres, possibly more, In the 
Verdemont region about 500 acres will be 
planted by the Meyer Brothers and the 
Verdemont Vineyard Company, while out 
in the Etiwanda-Cucamonga sections the 
present plantings are being very greatly 
extended, hundreds of acres being set. 

Of the new plantings in this county. 
as well as other parts of the state. 
table grapes are predominating. A few 
wine grapes are being set of certain 
varieties, but on the whole the table 
grapes very largely predominate. 

Of last year’s plantings the 
made by Commissioner John P. Coy shows 
the following varieties and acreage: Mus- 
cat, 895; Sultanas, 479; Carnichon, 47; 
Red Malaga, 87; White Malaga, 250; Zin- 
fundel, 99; Matero, 25; Missions, 30: 
Berger, 22; Tliicante, six; Tokay, seven; 
Grenache, 25 Total, 1972 acres, 

In®the San Joaquin Valley great tracts 
of Thompson Seediess and other early 
varieties are being planted, Kern County, 
where the grapes are even earlier than at 
Fresno, being the scene of large plantings. 

Imperial Valley is also fast coming to 
the front as a grape country, the fruit 
maturing there very early and getting into 
market by June. Very large acreage of 
varieties suitable for that climate is being 
set, and it is predicted that within a 
|few years Imeprial will be sending very 
large quantities of grapes into the early 
Se orket 
Coachella Valley is also coming to the 
front as 4 grape producer, The acreage 
| there will this spring be increased from 
449 to about 2000, according to estimates 
made.

GRIM WEST AFRICA 


Country of “Heat and Horror” to 
White Man. 


British West Coast Colonies Hold Im- 
mense Wealth and Secrets Which 
Defy Modern Science. 

W. Alan Lethbridge, In his book, 
“West Africa,” gives a clear and tn- 
teresting account of the West Const 
colonies as they are today, of their 
“heat and horror,” of their {mmense 
wealth, and of their strange medical 
problems. Wounds in the white man 
will not heal there and no white child 
may be born. Nor has the secret of 
tropical fever been mastered, though 
Sierra Leone {s no longer “the white 
man's grave.” 

He has some grim stories to tell~— 
one, which Is new, of the haunted 
castle at Elmina, where no one sleeps 
without a qualm, It appears that a 
party of three men and one woman 
were playing bridge very keenly tn 
the tropical night: “Of a sudden the 
lady put her hands to her eyes as 
though dazzled, Asked If anything 
were the matter she dented anything 
wrong and continued playing. Then 
again she clapped her hands to her 
eyes, gave an exclamation, and fainted 
dead away.” What she had seen she 
could not or would not say, but the 
tradition is that a headless woman 
walks the castle, 

Nor does Mr, Lethbridge reject the 
power of native magic. He vouches 
for one strange story: That at a point 
In the Niger delta In a hut near a 
store were a number of native workers, 
mnder medical superviston, Thetr 
headman said {tt was “no good place.” 
“One morning a Kroo boy was. re- 
ported dead; a post-mortem revealed 
no apparent cause of death. Next 
morning two men had departed this 
Nfe ahd again post-mortems revealed 
nothing. On the third morning four 
men were dead and there was some 
thing like a panic.” 

All the men were nat once removed 
and oa fresh batch brought up to be 
placed tn “the same sinister house.” 
They, too, dled in the same mystert- 
ous way, and it was decided to burn 
down the hut, “Then something fell 
to the ground and was setzed by the 
headman who rushed up to the doctor 
shouting, ‘Here be plenty bad thing, 
sah! Fit to kill all men, sah!’ He held 
at arm’s length two human finger 
bones which had been tled together 
with a bit of native twine In the shape 
of a rough cross,” 

When this ju-ju was disposed of the 
deaths ceased, The Niger delta ts not 
fi place for lonely white men to take 
walks In the gloaming, an Instance Is 
mentioned of one “voungster” who did 
so and “two days later his mutilated 
corpse was found waterlogged tn the 
sinister mangrove swamp.” Nor ta It a 
place to be buried in; we are told that 
in digging graves the water is reached 
and the mourners have to stand upon 
the cofltin to hold tt down,
